We balieve that the above will suffice te setity the condemnation | 
of Communism as inectnatealiy wicked. We need pot point out that it denies 
the existence and ‘indissoludility of wmatrinepial vents, the right te own 
property, and #0 many other tenets, and even tries to break down the entire 
social system to its very foundations, under the pretext of creating « new 
humaniem without dod and bis holy law, submerged in a sea of hatreds and 
eninosities.
